An apportionment of Cook and Lake Coun- 
ties into ten Congressional districts, three of 


them Democratic and seven Republican, was 
agreed on yesterday by the subcommittee of 
the Republican County committee, which has 
had the matter in charge. The plan was pro- 
nounced satisfactory to all the various in- 


terests involved and none of the present Con- 


gressmen is likely to find fault with it. 

The plan, however, has one difficulty, which 
will arouse opposition in Springfield among 
the members of the Legislature from outside 


Cook County. ‘That trouble is that it de- 


mands ten districts for Cook and Lake Coun- 
ties without including Will. The plan on 
which the legislative subcommittees on ap-

Cook, Will, and Lake Counties and give them 
ten districts among them. The country mem- 
bers say Chicago must take care ot Will 
County or be contented with nine tricts, 
while the committee here asks for ten dis-

Congressman Lorimer, who devised the Chi- 

cago plan agreed to yesterday, ts of the opin- 

ion that the country will consent to it and 


provide for Will County outside of Cook and 
Lake, giving the latter the ten districts they 
are asking for. It is possible, however, that 


he may be mistaken in his calculation, and 


the committee which completed its work yes- 
terday may be compelled to do it all over

WOMAN TAKES LONG PLUNGE AND 
LUCKILY ESCAPES DEATH. 


Mrs. Carl Neadholm’ Loses Her Footing 
While Washing Windows in Three- 
Story Fiat Building and Makes a 
Descent Between Walls Which Are 

Only Two Feet Apart—Unconscious

CHOICE TO BE MADE SOON.

P. C. Knox of Pittsburg, a lawyer whose 
friendship for President McKinley 16 well 
understood, is being considered seriously for 
the place in the Cabinet soon to be vacated 
by the retirement of Attorney General Griggs. 

It is believed an announcement of the Pres- 
ident’s choice for Attorney General under 
the coming administration will be made with- 
in a few days and Mr. Knox is 2 8 to be 
the lucky man. 

The intention of the President wah, it is 
said, to secure for the office of Attorney 
General the services of Joseph Choate. There 
were some complications in the way, but up 
to a week ago the indications all seemed to 


favor Mr. Choate's appointment. It is un- 


derstood he did not look favorably upon the 
transfer and caused it to be known that he 
preferr to stay just where he was. Mr. 
Choate acquired about all the reputation 
he could expect from his profession and now 
he has been enjoying the gfeat dignity and 
the pleasant work of the er to the 
Court of St. James. 


Change in Ambassador Unlikely. 
Besides that, it may have been felt that it 


‘was not wise at the present crisis to make 


a change of this character. The Nicaragua 
Canal treaty, the Alaskan boundary, and 
other questions are still open.

E GOLD FINDS DEATE 


TIDINGS OF CHRISTOPHER REICH 
REACH CHICAGO. 


‘Wis Body Found in Shanty in ee 
with Scraps of Paper on Which He 
Had Kept a Diary of His Last Days— 
Left Family and Home to Be an Argo- 


Words, He Returns to the Klondike 
After Failere on Firet 


“The story ot 
the predictions of a fortune teller, left his 
comfortable home and family to seek gold in 
Alaska, to find instead privation, sickness, 
and death, ended when tidings of his fate 
reached his widow in Chicago. 

The luckless gold hunter was G 
Reich, 2658 North Lincoln street. His body 
was found by prospectdrs in a shack on the 
Koyukuk River, Alaska. In the shanty were 
scraps of paper on which he had kept a diary 
in his last days. From these fragments it 
was learned that he died in August, 1900, 
after struggling three months with an in- 
curable disease. The body was buried by 
the prospectors and the Enger ts sent to Mrs. 
Reich. There is one scrap which reads as 
follows: 

If I Die here I Want My Corps Send to my family | 
in a casket By the A. C. Company of St. Michael. 
Send to 2658 North Lincken st Ravenswood, Chi- 
eago, III. My name is C. Reich ex-Treasury of the 
Dusty Dimon Compeny. All a Lone and Starven 
for the want of help ee 

. REICH. 

Reich's death is anot ergecho. of the ill- 
starred Dusty .Diamon company, 
which went to Alaska in March, 1898, with 
| $50,000 worth of provisions and fifty men, 
who later came straggling back by twos and 
threes to resume the prosaic occupations 
which they had quitted to follow the daz- 
zling rainbow to the mythical pot of gold. 

The reason why Christopher Reich chose 
to become one of the fifty argonauts was 
curious. A fortune teller told him that vast 
„Wealth was in st for him beyond the 
Western mountains. e was 55 years of age 
and worth $40,000, but set out in quest of 
greater wealth. 

Before the gold fields were reached dis- 
sersion almost broke up the organization, 
and Treasurer Reich returned to Chicago, 
only to start for Alaska again in the spring 
of 1899. For more than a year and a half 
Reich sought to verify the predictions of the 
fortune teller. Letters from him have oc- 
casionally reached his family, telling’ of his 
hopes and fears and disappointments. Less 
than two weeks ago his youngest son 
away, not knowing that his father lay dead 
in Alaska. 

It is probable that the last wish of the 
dying man will be gratified. Edward Kran- 
zen, his nephew, who was one of the Dusty 
Diamond company, probably will go to N 
ka to bring the body back. 

Besides his widow Reich left four 4 
children. His will, leaving an estate | 
000, will be filed for probate soon.

I couldn't stand and let him 
beat me and do nothing.“ Afterward he 
sale: This is terrible; I wish it had been 
the other way.“ Rooney said Hamilton said 
he would not have used a knife, but Day’ 5 
friends jumped on him. 7 

On eross- examination the witness could not 
exactly locate the place where the confession 
was made. His memory was not clear on 
some other details. He said Hamilton ap- 
peared to be intoxicated, and he observed a 
lump on his forehead and an abrasion of the 
skin. 

Robert C. Hill, a police reporter. testified 
he offered his services to Hamilton after the 
killing. ‘‘ I asked him if he did it,” Hill said, 
“and he answered: ‘I don't know whether 
I did or not.’ He added something to the

paired.”

Difficult Tas 

In addressing the. veterans Colenel Low- 
den said; in part 

“You meet to honor 
coln, whose pathetic tenderness has softened, 
whose tragic death has sanctified, to friend 
and. foe alike, the horrors of the greatest 
war the world has ever seen. It is meet that 
you should honor him who honored you. 
Lincoln was nominated for President over 
the protests of the extremists. Phillips pub- 
lished an article entitled, ‘Abraham Lin- 
coln, the Slave Hound of Ilinoig.’, In it he 
boasted, ‘We gibbet a Northern hound 
today, side by side with the infamous Mason 
But Lincoln was elected. Ma- 
l y the South, distrusted by the aboli- 
tionists of the North, the months that inter- 
vened between his election and his inaugura- 
tion were the hardest of his life. Sad and 
depressed, he quietly waited at Springfie! 
while all the fotces opposed to his most cher- 
ished principle, the preservation of the union, 
were mustering, both South and North. We 
witness the spectaéle of Cabinet Ministers 
conniving at secession. Human agony 
reaches its limit when, standing on a rocky 
shore, one beholds loved dnes foundering in 
a ship at sea, powerless to help. Such wes 
Lincoln’s situation during this fateful time.” 


His Humor Element of Success. 
Colonel Calkins dealt with the “ Humor 
of Abraham Lincoln.“ He said in part: 
„ I believe that the quality of humor in the 
mental and moral structure of Abraham Lin- 
coln was a principle element in the causes of 
his success at the supreme crisis of American 
history. I have thought that if a man des- 
titute of humor—a hard, old man, frrespon- 
sive to public sympathy or kindly ap- 
pro with an exaggerated sense of per- 
sonal Gignity, tempered to distrust and sus- 


picionhad been in Lingeln’s place, he would 


have ¢reated frritation, dissatisfaction, and 
division—perhaps revolt—at the loyal North 
whieh would have imperiled all the results 
of the war. 

Lincoln's sublime sense of humor enabled 
him to meet every emergency with equa- 
nimity, with calmness, with reserve, with 
patience which never becomes weary, which 
never despaired. He encountered the com- 
plaints, the criticisms; the remonstrances of 
friends, and the opposition of enemies with 
invincible complacency, with the soft answer 
which turns away wrath, with toleration and 
endufance which had no limit.” 

Judge Waterman said in part: 

“What man has that is worth preserving, 
what greatness he Has achieved, what glo- 
ries surround his life, what hopes he has 
for .the future are because of the devotion 
of noble souls in times past and the spirit 
of düty present at this time. Corruption 
and time, if permitted to have their way, 
will pull down the fairest temple, the state- 
est edifice, To toil forever and to bulld' |

ing pictures and a description of the fish have 
been pouring in upon Dr. True for days. 

When asked this morning as to what the 
fish really is, Dr. Gill says: Just as I was 
quoted assaying in Tun TrrisuNne a few days 
ago,|the fish turns out to be a species of the | 
antennarlid family. and not a periophthal- 
mus, as was claimed.

It will be seen this amendment not only pro- 
poses to remove the obstacle to continuing 
the contracts in New York, Boston, and 
Philadelphia, but appropriates nearly double 
the amount necessary for those cities. 

While the amendment does not say so in 
60 many words, it is framed for the express 
purpose of installing that service in Chicago 
and St. Loufs. It also gives the government 
authority either to purchase or rent the tube 
service, If this amendment is adopted the 
government may be enabled to pyrchase the 
' pneumatic tube service and thus get around 
the payment of the high rental for 
service which it has paid in the past.

Representative Babcock of Wisconsin, 
otze of the Republican members of the Ways 
and Means committee, has introduced. a. 
hill to repeal thé = on a number of 
iron and steel produ He has selected 
earetully such as are chiefly made by the 
Carnegie company aud the other great 
companies, for whose combination ar- 
rangements are now under way. His de- 
sire is to get rid dt duties which are not 
required for pu of protection by these 
companies, which bring in to the govern- 
ment less than $5 000 in revenue year- 
ly, but which enable the iron and steel men 

exact from Ameren consumers of such 
roducts a higher price than is demanded 
of foreign consumers. 

This bill cannot be at this time. 
Its author is as well aware of that as 
are the steel companies, whose excessive 
profits and continuing consolidations have 
provoked its introduction. But the day 
is not far distant when, if the present 
policy of the men who control these great 
industrial corporations is not abandoned, 
legislation similar to that suggested by 
Representative Babcock will be | enactéd 
in compliance with an emphatic popular 
demand, When enacted the American 
manufacturers will be compelléd to pro- 
tect themselves in the home market by ha v- 
ing hete that scal¢ of prices which has 
enabled. them to compete profitably with 
European rivals in Asiatic, African, Aus- 
tralian, and even Hufopean markets. 


Congress to legislate in the direction of 
no duties or lower duties on any steel and 
n products. The nianufacturers, WhO 
have great influence in Congress, will 
test that the ‘slightest interferencé with the 
tariff schedales will be ruinous’ to their 
industries. The men who manufacture 
steel rails will expatiate on the danger of 
putting them on the free list at the moment 
that they are shipping rails to Great Britain 
and making money y thé transaction. 
While they make 1 profit on these for- 
eign sales they do not make the great 
profits they do on domestic sales, because, 
having a monopoly of the home market, 
they can and do chargé Americans more 
than they do foreigners, This is a dis- 
crimination which must cease. If those 
who are guilty of this practice of main- 
taining two scales of, prices, the higher 
for the United States, do not give it up 
voluntarily they will be forced w abandon 
it. Representative Babéock’s bill is a note 
of warning. It is the service of notice

Tue city’s great public school 
system is already supplemented with a 
System of academies and colleges of en- 

couraging extent and surprising vigor. 
There is nothing Visiopary in the predic- 
tion that ‘Chicago will become the greatest 
center of academic and technological edu- 
cation during the twentieth century. As 
Mr. MacVeagh says, this does not imply 
that Yale or any. other-gréet Eastern uni- 
versity will lose its prominence.

COMMISSIONER WRIGHT ON ¥ WAGES. 
Oarroll D. Wright, Commissioner of La- 
bor, delivered an address the other evening 
before the American Statistical association 
in which he cited figures to show that the 
condition of the workingman in the United 
States has greatly improved during the last 
half century. He proved by four different 


sets of statistics that the real value of wages 


at present is greater than that of the wages | w 
of fifty years ago. The money received for 
a day’s labor will now buy more in the way 


of food, clothing, and shelter than at any 


previous time. But the wage-earner has at 
the same time advanced his standard of liv- 
ing. He wants more things than did the 
mechanie or farmer of fifty years ago. He 
achieves more im a day's Work than his 
grandfather did, and he heeds better food 
and clothing to fit htm thie pote 
ductive work. | 
Mr, Wright says if the atiieet did not ad- 

vance in his standard of liying his margin 
for a rainy day would be constantly en- 
larged. With care and frugality his surplus 
would be much greater than in the past. 
At this point Mr. Wright hardly gives the 
wage-earners enough credit for what they 
are saving. He says they do not spend 
quite the gross amount of their wages, but, 
the present enormous. holdings of the sav- 


ings banks would seem to demand a stronger ee dig on the bloody ne 


statement than this.- A largé share of the 
money now in such institutions represents 
the savings of wage-earners: ‘The totals in 


the reports of such banks alone would indi- | 


ente that the employés on farms, in facto- 
ries, on railroads, and in industries of all 
kinds have never before had so much money 
laid by for a rainy day. 2 

But are the wage-earners of the present 
day as contented as those of fifty years ago? | 
It may be admitted that their real wages 
are higher than ever in the past, and that 
they are saving more than before, but this 
ig no indication öf their state of mind. As 
their wages have increased and their hours 
have decréased they have developed desires 
for more of the comforts and luxuries of life. 
Nobody would expect them to live as did the 
As 
knowledge of and desire for the good things 
of earth increase discontent is apt to grow. 
This disdontent spans the distance between 
what a man has and what he wants. Is this 
gap wider or narrower now than it was 
fifty years ago? Still another question: Is 
anybody Sure it would be best for them ér 
for the nation if they could be made con- 
tented—in the sense of having no unfulfilled 


desires? 
ONE CITY, ONE FARE. 

Whatever their direct significance, the 
proposals announced by a’ certain p er 
tor a system of nickel fare automobile lines 
stretching through each division of the 
city, with transfers at the business center, 
refiect a universal demand for a rearrange- 
ment of local passenger fares in accordance 
with some consistent principle. 

Today we have neither a uniform nor in- 
deed a gtaded fare. The frequent remark 
that “a uniform nickel fare prevails „mere 

describes the unit in which we pay, not 

e amount. In the case of most journeys, 
particularly those to and from the business 
center, one unit suffices: In a vast number 
of cases, however, two units are requisite, 
and in a considerable number three must 
be paid. Yet when several fares are paid 
they do not correspond to the distance rid- 
den. They simply register the piecemeal 
origin of transit lines. You may make one 
journey of five or six miles for a nickel and 
be compelled to pay two fares for another 
half as long. 

Fares should either be ubiform in the 
sense of being the same for every journey 
within the city limits, whatever its length 
and whatever the number of cars employed 
in making it, or else they shout vary ac- 
cording to distance, on a mileage or 4 zone 
basis. The first plan would give one city,
